Tliott e-complo 
is often pernicious lo younp a?|)irnQts wlio, de- 
ceired hy nt tieeident, mistitkc it fot a rule, a.nd 
often abandon tho slew nnd sum methods of 
rising in the world, under Hie notion of carrying 
by row^ tie main. Wo Could, however, point lo 
Kereial gentlemen of far greater political at- 
tainments than ore possessed p,onerally hy 
young adventurers,, who regret with deep and 
abiding mortification that impatience of dis- 
tinction which prompts a reckless and ttnscru- 
p/tilous style of political action.

The l'ght of a ship at sea may be seen from 
our to six miles off. But it is not possible 
lo tell on what course the ship is steer- 
ing merely by watching the light, 
and the two moving bodies often bcaT down 
upon each other in the very ellbrt lo escape 
fiom contact. The established role, to port the 
helm, is often blindly followed, and creates 
the evil it was established to avoid. When the 
effect of that variation in lho course of cither or 
boih vessels is to send them further apart from 
one another, or to place them in a parallel posi- 
tion, nil is well, but vessels often approach one 
another under such circumstances Ihnt porting 
their helms brings them closer, and puis one or 
other of them in the very worst pos- 
sible position for receiving damage. 
Tbis would not happen if the captain 
of each vessel knew the course on 
which the other was standing, for he 
could then see whether they would cross end. 
other's trock, and if so. whether the Interval 
between them would be sufficiently wide lo be 
free from nil danger. 

Sd also willi regard to const navigation, it is a 
great point for the mariner to be able to deter- 
mine his distance from any light sighted. This 
lie can do hy means of Mt. Pkmiy'b dini. The 
hearing of the light is taken by compass ; after 
a short interval, during which the ship's course 
and speed is carefully observed, the bearing is 
again taken, and tho dislance off shore is then 
atones known, nnd the ship's course can bo 
liiid with confidence towards any harbour. 
It is Mr. Penny's opinion that Captain 
GniErT in the Jinny obscurity of the night, mis- 
calculated Ihc distance of tin; Dunbar from the 
coast — that when he turned his ship's heat 1 
towards shore, lie thought himself twelve mile- 
off, whereas he was only four or five.
